It is a n o v e l t y indeed [ for it 


is not pretended, by "us promoters, to 
be founded on any n a t i o n a l or state pol- 
icy — nor is it pretended, to have for its 
object the support and defence of the 
wise, liberal and free i n s t i t u t i o n s of 
our happy country 
It is a novelty. 


got up by designing and ambitious 
men, to obtain power and influence, 
through the honest prejudices of a vir- 
tuous community. 
But, Fellow Citi- 


zens, is it right, is it honest in us, 10 a- 
bandon the sacred principles of our 
freedom — the wise provisions of our 
Constitutions and laws — the f u n d a m e n - 
tal principles of our liberty, for the sake 
of furthering such a design upon our 
'credulity and our p i e j u d i c c s ? 
Is it 


right, that we should erase all the land- 
marks of party, in the support of a 
cause, called '••polificnl 
dnli-rnusanri/," 


whose leading principle is (as establish- 
ed in Conventions,) that "tin persons arf 
to fie supported for office, but net ice .'Tn!i- 
mrtsons ?^ 
The Heroes, who fought 


and bled in Freedom's cause, never 
thought that valuable inheritance would 
so soon be endangered. 
The Sages, 


•who ordained the institutions under 
•which we breathe the air of civil and 
religious freedom, never thought that 
this would ever become the only quali- 
fication of the citizen, and ihe only 
p-issport to office. 
They intended the 


only qualification to be, v'is he honest — 
is he capable ?" and the only passport 
to be, a patriotic devotion to our coun- 
try and her institutions. These are 
what we have been taught, to be the 
qualifications of citizens, to entitle them 
to our suffrages — and are what we be- 
lieve a great majority of the citizens of 
Adams county recognize. 


It is not our purpose to defend the 


institution of Masonry, for it is not the

ROPE. 


The ship Samuel Robertson, at New- 


York, brings London papers to the 21st, 
and Portsmouth to the 22nd August. 
both inclusive. 
Our correspondents 


have transmitted us extra sheets con- 
t a i n i n g the latest intelligence- 


The latest accounts from Warsaw are 


to August 4th, up to which time the 
Russians had made no impression upon 
the Poles. 
The Dutch have retreated 


to Holland. 


The 
French 
Ministry, under the 


presidency of Casimer Perrier, have 
carried, in the Chamber of Deputies, 
their projected address to the King by 
an immense majority. 
But a few days 


previous, so d o u b t f u l was the Minister 
of an ascendancy in the Chamber, t h a t 
he proposed to retire from office. 
The 


very day previous to the vote, his oppo- 
nents drove him from the tribune, and 
absolutely drowned his voice in their 
cries, and yet in a few short hours this 
same body gave a decided approval to 
his measures 
And no circumstances 


have occurred to account for this seem- 
ing inconsistency. 
On the question of 


the abolition of an hereditary peerage, 
the Ministers have in no way commit- 
ted themselves 
On the foreign policy 


of France, Italy, Poland, and Belgium, 
the Ministers have met the inquiries 
and taunts of the opposition hy the 
same indefinite language which they 
put forth in their journals for some time 
past. 


The troops of Holland slowly evacu- 


ate 
Belgium, followed 
by those of 


France; and vre do not perceive that in 
t h a t q u a r t e r any thing has occurred of 
which we were not already informed, or 
which we were not led to expect. 
A 


discrepancy, however, between the de- 
clarations of- the French Ministers in 
relation to the return of the French 
troops, and the assurances of the Brit- 
ish Minister on the same subject, has ex- 
cited a good deal of attention. 
The 


French troops would evacuate Belgium 
when there was no longer any danger 
from the designs of Holland, was said 
in the French Chamber. 
They would 


leave Belgium as soon as the Dutch 
troops, was asser'ed by Earl Grey and 
the British Ministers. 
The prospect 


of an indefinite occupation of Belgium 
by France was immediately loudly con- 
demned in England, and some of the 
papers threatened an alliance of Eng- 
land, Austria. Russia and Prussia, to 
prevent it. 
\Veconless, when wr con- 


sider the perfect understanding which 
appears to exist between England and 
tlie present Government of France, the 
decided pacific policy of the latter, and 
the sanction now given to it by the vote 
of the Chamber ol Deputies, that we 
see little prospect of a war resulting

Cations to the constitution and laws of 
his countrv, you will support no man 
for any office 'who holds tint principle 
or adheres to the society whose princi- 
ple it is; that you consider a man's al- 
legiance to h'is country his highest 
earthly obligation, and that no man is 
fit to be trusted w i t h one of the offices 
of (lie c o u n t r y who w i l l permit a doubt 
to test on the fact of his allegiance — 
These f understand to be your princi- 
ples, and I see nothing in them which 
does not commend them to every man 
whose mind and heart are sound : for 
there can be no question among reason- 
able m e n , t h a t in a free government like 
ours, the c o n s t i t u t i o n arid laws are our 
only sovereign : that the peace, order, 
prosperitv, and happiness of our people 
depend on the steadv, faithful, and ef 
fectual administration o f o u r l a w s ; that 
any secret society which, by the force 
of mysterious oaths and obligations, 
and by the extent of its combination, 
seeks to d i s t u r b the action of those 
laws, to set them at defiance, to ride o- 
ver and control them, 10 usurp the go 
vernment. to hold the lives, peace, and 
happiness of society at their mercy, 
and to establish a reign of terror over 
the initiated and uninitiated, is a politi- 
cal monster as fearful as the Invisible 
Tribunal of Germany, or the hujuiiition 
of Spain, and ought to be extirpated, 
without delay, by the use of all the 
peaceable means which the c o n s t i t u t i o n 
and la ws of our country furnish. 
I am 


further sure that, in our country, it is 
but necessary to establish the fact of 
the existence of such a society to en- 
sure its annihilation. 


But. gentlemen, although your reso- 


lution asks of me no pledges or promi- 
ses, yet the name and style of the Con- 
vention from which it proceeds. theJln- 
ti'Mnftnjiic Convention, mav ,be consider- 
ed both by yourselves and our fellow- 
ciuzons, at large, as necessarily i n v o l v - 
ing by implication such promises and 
pledges; and it istheiefore proper that 
I -.hould be perfectly open and candid 
with you, that there may be no mi sap 
prehension between us, and that you 
mav be ab'e to disembarrass yourselves 
at once, by changing your nomination, 
should you find that you have acted un- 
der mistake in passing this resolution 


You must understand, then, if you 


are not already apprized of it, that, in 
very early life, I was myself initiated 
into the mysteries of Free Masonry — 
I have been told by Masons that my 
eyes were never opened, because I nev- 
er took the Master's degree : but my 
cnriositv never led me thus far—and, 
although, I soon discontinued my at- 
tendance on lodges, (not having enter- 
ed one even from curiosity for more 
than t h i r t v years. I believe) it proceed- 
ed from no suspicion on my part that 
there was any thing criminal in the In- 
siiui'ion, or any thing that placed its 
members, in the slightest decree, in 
collision v i i t h their allegiance to their 
country and its laws. 
On the contrary, 


having been before my initiation, assu- 
red by a gentleman in whom I had im- 
plicit confidence, that there was noth- 
ing in the engagement which could af- 
fect 
either my 
religion 
or 
politics 


(which I considered us comprehending 
the whole range of my duties, civil and 
religious, and as extending not to the 
first degree only but to the whole Ma- 
sonic order) and being further inform- 
ed llvU many of the most illustrious 
men of Virginia, with General Wash- 
ington at iheir head, belonged to thai 
order, and had taken the degree of 
Masu-r.
